The most interesting, and perhaps 
the most important, feature of the 
election next November will be 
the 
effect of the vote upon the composi 
tion of the United States Senate. In 
every biennial election one-third of 
the Senators, thirty-two 
are chosen 
by the people. 
This year a rather 
unusual condition is presented in that 
the terms of twenty-five Republicans 
and only seven Democrats 
expire 
And the seven Democrats 
represent 
states which will certainly elect Dem 
oeratic Senators. 
So it follows that 
there is no possibility of the Demo­ 
crats losing any of 
their 
present 
strength in the Senate as a result of 
the coming election. 
The Republicans, on the other hand 
must elect twenty-five Senators, some 
of them in doubtful states, 
several 
from normally Democratic states, if 
they 
are 
to 
retain 
their present 
strength. 
In the Senate now there 
are fifty-six Republicans, thirty-nine 
Democrats and one 
Farmer-Labor 
The Republicans, therefore, have 
s 
nominal majority of seventeen, 
not 
counting Shipstead, the Farmer-La­ 
bor member. The loss of nine Sena­ 
tors out of the 
twenty-five 
would 
give the Democratic party a major­ 
ity of one over the Republicans. But 
even a loss of six by the Republicans 
would so reduce their majority as to 
make control very difficult, because 
of the number of insurgent Republi­ 
cans who hold over or who may 
be 
elected in November. 
The Democratic party, 
therefore, 
has nothing to lose by the 
election 
and a fair prospect of a gain, while 
the Republicans will be extraordinar­ 
ily fortunate if they hold their own 
Of the Republican Senators 
whose 
terms expire four are from the states 
of Maryland, Missouri, Kentucky and 
Oklahoma. 
The two latter are nor 
mally Democratic states, 
although 
Coolidge carried Kentucky 
in 
1924 
The two former are always more or 
less doubtful. Two other states 
af 
fected are 
uncertain, 
Arizona 
and 
Nevada. 
Both went for Coolidge 
in 
1924 and Harding in 1920, but Ari- 
zone elected a Demcoratic Governor 
in 1924, and a Democratic Senator in 
1922, and Nevada elected a Demo­ 
cratic Governor and Senator in 1922 
New York, Indiana, Ohio and Wash­ 
ington ail elected Democratic Sena­ 
tors in 1922 and they will have 
an 
opportunity to do it again this year. 
The other states in which senatorial 
elections are to 
be held, 
excluding 
the seven Democratic states referred 
to, may be regarded as safely Repub 
lican. 
But it is to be seen that there are 
ten states in which the Democratic 
party has the possibility of senatorial 
gains, while there are none in which 
the Republican party can have any 
hope 
of 
gain 
over 
its 
present 
strength. 
Moreover, it is likely that 
Wisconsin will elect an insurgent of 
the La Follete type to succeed 
the 
regular Lenroot, one of 
the 
ablest 
men in the Senate, 
and 
Brookhart 
may be able to 
beat 
Cummins 
in 
Iowa. 
It is hardly probable that the 
Democrats will succeed in obtaining 
a majority of the Senate at the com­ 
ing election, but it will be very dif 
ficult for the Republican party to re­ 
tain a working control of that body.

1830 the census listed its forty-fourth 
among the cities of the country with 
a population of only 5,852; and twen­ 
ty years later lifted it to sixth place 
with 77,860 inhabitants.

wsa a growing city. 
In 1870, to tne 
joy of its citizens, it had climbed to

backward. 
In order to overcome this 
retro 
gresaion, an attempt was made 
1889 by Governor David R. Francii 
and a few other leaders to obtain for 
St. Louis the Columbian Exposition 
which was to be celebrated in 1892 
But Chicago was 
chosen 
and 
St 
Louis received 
another 
disappoint­ 
ment. 
But those leaders were not to be 
dismayed. 
They looked 
into 
the 
future and sow the approaching an 
nlversay of the Purchase of Louisi 
ana 
the greatest step in the expan­ 
sion and subsequent development of 
the nation—an episode 
that should 
not be allowed to pass without a fit­ 
ting celebration. 
It should be cele­ 
brated, they argued, and celebrated 
in Missouri, the center of what was 
Louisiana territory, and in St. Louis, 
its metropolis. 
Their argument was 
accepted, but with little enthusiasm. 
There was skepticism 
and 
doubt 
that St. Louis could do justice to the 
notable event. 
St. Louis was dead, 
said the unbelievers outside as well 
as within the city. 
In 1899 a definite step toward the 
celebration was taken in the effect­ 
ing of the Louisiana Exposition Co., 
of which former 
Governor 
Francis 
was president. 
This organization at 
once began its tremendous task 
of 
building up public enthusiasm 
and 
support, especially among St. Louis­ 
ans 
and 
Missourians. 
And before 
long St. Lotyjus regained its old zeal 
and from it sprang 
the 
desire 
to 
show the world what the city could 
do. 
After four years of strenuous 
labor the fair was 
opened to 
the 
world. 
With the opening on 
April 
30, 
people from all parts of the 
globe 
came. 
Some were skeptical as they 
entered the gates and many expect­ 
ed to see nothing exceptional. Doubt 
was soon changed to wonder and ad­ 
miration for the beauty, splendour 
and magnitude that 
spread 
before 
them. 
That it was beyond all other 
fairs in magnificence was was 
the 
universal opinion. 
Some idea as to 
its 
superiority 
may be obtained from the fact that it 
covered twice the area of the World’s 
Fair at Chicago in 1893. 
It had fifty 
per cent more acreage 
under 
roof 
and cost twice as much. 
Its inter­ 
national character was attested to by 
the sixty-two foreign nations—a rec­ 
ord number—that participated in its 
activities. 
It pictured, by its exhib 
its, buildings and layout, the artistic, 
industrial and intellectual 
develop­ 
ment, not only of St. Louis, Missouri, 
and America, but of each and every 
nation, race and civiliztaion existing. 
It gave a composite picture of the 
world. 
In fact, it was a world uni­ 
versity for 
the 
twenty millions of 
people who passed through its gates 
to reeieve its lessons. 
The Exposition greatly benefitted 
St. Louis and Missouri. 
Both had 
been much misunderstood. 
And the 
World’s Fair changed many erronc 
ous opinions. It acquainted the world 
with St. Louis 
and 
Missouri. 
But 
the great benefit of the Fair was that 
Missouri became acquainted with her­ 
self, and this acquaintance aided in 
developing a state pride that is 
in­ 
telligent, rational and progressive. 
The benefits that St. Louis receiv­ 
ed can never be measured, but they 
were many fold the investment. The 
Fair made optimists of pessimists; it 
aroused the civic pride of St. Louis­ 
ans for their city. 
It stimulated the 
resourcefulness of the citizens, 
de­ 
veloped 
the 
products 
of its great 
commercial institutions, and opneed 
new avenues of intercourse with the 
outer world. 
St. Louis retained that 
pride and 
resourcefulness. 
Among 
many examples of the people’s resur­ 
gence of spirit and the city's resusci­ 
tation of aggressive effort, these are 
outstanding in permanent 
signific­ 


ance: 
inauguration of the Missouri 
W arrior Barge Line, which promisse 
to eventuate in national development 
of water transportation throughout 
teh valley; the upbuilding of Wash­ 
ington University through endowh- 
ments and co-operation into an 
in­ 
stitution of national repute; and the 
voting in 1923 of an $87,000,000 bond 
issue for purely civic 
improvement, 
the largest financial project of 
its 
kind in the history of American cities.

The green plant, however, is 
not poisonous.

hogs are kept off the infested

until the burs have sprouted and the 
plants are three or four inches high, 
there will be no danger from turn­ 
ing the hogs into the fiedls.

antidote to the cocklbeur poisoning, 
melted lard has been used with some 
success.

Dutch East Indies in 
many 
y ears. 
Lieutenant 
H. C. 
Kellers, 
medical 
co rps, United States navy , was detail­ 
ed to the ex peditio n by the Navy De­ 
partment to co llect fo r the Smithso n­ 
ian and the Natio nal 
Museum. 
In 
three mo nths, with the co rdial co -o p­ 
eratio n o f the Dutch, he 
co llected, 
ro ughly , 9 000 specimens o f reptiles, 
birds, insects crustaceans 
mullusks 
and mammals-*living and dead. 
A 16-fo o t py tho n is included amo ng 
the live animals bro ught ho me. 
Dr. 
Kellers caught this reptlie in a tree 
while it was in a do rmant co nditio n 
after feeding. 
He also caught ano th 
er py tho n measuring 22 feet, but it 
escaped fro m its pen at night 
and 
caused co nsiderable 
damage amo ng 
the lo cal po ultry y ards befo re disap­ 
pearing into the fo rest 
Amo ng the 16 living birds bro ught 
back to the Natio nal Zo o ligcal Park, 
which is also under Smithso nian ad­ 
ministratio n, 
are 
a 
pair o f black- 
crested ho rnbills. 
Aside fro m their 
weird shriek, these birds are distin­ 
guished by the habit which the male 
has o f building a mud wall to seal 
the female up in her nest during the 
nesting perio d. 
He leaves 
o nly 
a 
small ho le, thro ugh 
which 
to pass 
fo o d. 
At night the female sticks her 
beak thro ugh the aperture, effective­ 
ly plugging it. 
The purpo se o f 
this 
ex trao rdinarily intelligent 
maneuver 
is to pro tect the eg g s fro m snakes. 
The Draco , a fly ing lizard, co lo red 
as beautifully as a butterfly , was o ne 
o f Dr. Kellars’ catches. 
He captured 
also a co ral fish o ff the island o f Po e- 
lo eticus, 20 miles fro m Sumatra. This 
is a very rare 
species. 
Fro m 
the 
same island he bro ught back water 
snakes six and seven feet in length. 
They are all po iso no us. 
A flat tail 
distinguishes them, and they are mo re 
helpless o n land than an eel. 
Dr. Kellars g o t a splendid co llec­ 
tio n o f bats, but few o ther mammals. 
The island was so humid 
that 
he 
fo und it almo st impo ssible to dry the 
skins. 
He saw a specimen o f the di­ 
minutive mo use deer, which 
stands 
abo ut a fo o t highm. He so ught to buy 
it fro m its native o wner, but failed 
because the native feared all his fam ­ 
ily wo uld cry if it were so ld. 
The insect haul 
numbers several 
tho usand specimens, 
including 
the 
elephant beetle, the Rhino beetle, va­ 
rio us butterflies, flies, etc. 
Dr. Kellars repo rts that the natives 
o f Sumatra are g etting so rich as a 
result o f the high price 
o f 
rubber 
that they co mmo nly wear American 
$10 and $20 go ld pieces as o rnaments.

American go ld pieces valued at $20,- 
000. 
Dr. Kellars is warm in praise 
o f 
the aid rendered scientific ex peditio ns 
by the Dutch autho rities.

on international questions. 
But he is 
also a practical

that in politics, and particularly 
in 
Missouri politics, circumstances alter 
cases. 
So 
Mr. Hawes 
announces 
that 
things being as they are—in Europe 
- he is “unprepared to advocate the 
participation of the United States in 
any international agreement, the ef­ 
fect of which may be to involve the 
United 
States 
in 
problems 
upon 
w'hich European nations, themselves 
most affected, are unable to agree”. 
That, in plain English, is the position 
of Mr. Hawes as to the World Court 
et cetera. 
It is impossible to misun­ 
derstand it. 
It means—but we will 
not insult the intelligence 
of 
our 
readers by 
explanation of a 
state­ 
ment that is so perfectly pellucid. 
And it is easily to be demonstrat­ 
ed that Mr. Hawes has 
formulated 
this declaration of policy 
for 
his 
campaign with care and sound poli­ 
tical judgment. 
It is safe. 
He does 
not say that he will not advocate the 
participation of the United States in 
any 
international 
agreement, 
but 
that he is unprepared so to advocate. 
Mr. Hawes, in fact, never advocates 
anything without preparation, exer­

Missouri 
might well imitate. But in this cam­ 
paign there is no occasion for pre­ 
paration for that particular advocacy, 
inasmuch as nobody is now proposing 
the participation of the United Stat­ 
es in any such agreement as is sug­ 
gested by the statement.

advocate participation of the Unit­ 
ed States in the World Court than he 
would advocate the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution. 
And even

he were so disposed he says frankly 
that he is unprepared. 
But he leav­ 
es the way open for the determina­ 
tion of his future course by the light 
of events. 
There may come a time 
to advocate

prepared to advocate it, and if

He sees a su c­ 
cession of pretty green fields slant­ 
ing down to the edge of the water. 
Off to the left are two small, placid 
lakes; bey ond these, across the Gu lf 
of Tanis, are the ru gged mou ntain 
heights of Jabel Korbou s. 
Tu rning 
abou t he sees a circu lar, mou nd-like 
hill, its sides dotted with white v il 
las, a hotel or two, on its crest a 
chu rch and a monastery , su rrou nded 
by a walled garden. 
It is the remains of the City of 
Elissar, the once mighty metropolis 
of the African 
shore. 
Here 
stood 
that 
almost 
legendary 
Carthage, 
which for fou r hu ndred y ears so com­ 
pletely ru led the Mediterranean and 
the world that the citizens of prou d 
Rome were told they mu st not wash

Twenty -three hu ndred y ears hav e 
passed since Carthage, confident and 
secu re in her might, flu ng forth that 
challenge.

The trav eler, his mind filled 
with 
the ancient splendors of the Phoeni­ 
cian capital, realizes this. 
He sees 
the placid gu lf, the pretty lakes, the 
scattered bu ildings on the qu iet hills, 
bu t he sees nothing more; for all the 
bu ildings are modern.

After that 6-day march 
the necessity for repeating them was 
no more. 
Ev en Scipio on his retu rn 
to Rome to celebrate his triu mph ad­ 
v ised against the u seless destru ction 
of what little remained of the city . 
Bu t the 
senate 
had 
heard Cato's 
wards too often to display any mer­ 
cy . It was ordered that the riv al city 
be razed to the grou nd, that its site 
be plowed u nder and a cu rs ebe pro­ 
nou nced forev er on any 
man 
who 
shou ld bu ild a hou se or cu ltiv ate land 
there. 
This amazing decree was carried 
ou t. 
A bonfire was kindled that for 
sev enteen day s swept the city , redu c­ 
ing to a v ast, smoking waste what a 
few months before had been a « nigh­ 
ty capital. 
Ev ery where on the site 
of Carthage modern ex cav ators hav e 
fou nd the resu lt of this destru ction— 
an u ndergrou nd lay er of ashes, fiv e 
feet thick, mix ed with stone, melted 


metal, the bones of its inhabitants— 
the remains of the fu neral py re of a 
dead city and a dead civ ilization. 
It is dou btfu l if any city , ancient 
or modern, has had a site better fit­ 
ted to the needs or activ ities of its 
inhabitants. 
Standing on the crest 
of the By rsa one sees the site of the 
city and its su rrou ndings spread ou t 
in panoramic relief below. 
It 
lay 
u pon tht seaawrd slope of the 
low 
range of hills that form a triangu lar 
cape projecting into the Gu lf of Tu ­ 
nis. 
Almost an island, the peninsu la 
then was connected with the main­ 
land by a low neck of land less than 
a mile and a half wide. 


" A. maritime power abov e all 
else, 
Carthage faced u pon the 
compare 
tiv ely calm waters of the gu lf, and 
to this natu ral adv antage she added 
two 
hu ge 
artificial 
harbors. The 
small lakes still to be seen at the 
edge of the shore conv ey bu t a hint 
of the ex tent and elaborate arrange­ 
ments of these ancient 
ports. 
The 
two harbors cov ered an area of 7 0 
acres. 
A breakwater ex tended 
far 
ou t into the gu lf sheltering and pro­ 
tecting the narrow entrance—which 
cou ld be closed by great chains—to 
the first, 
the 
commercial 
harbor. 
From this rectangu lar sheet of wa­ 
ter, lined with qu ay s and warehou s­ 
es, ex tended a narrow canal 
which 
gav e access to the Cothon, the nav al 
port, in which, dou bly gu arded, lay 
Carthage’s chief weapon 
of power: 
her inv incible fleet of war. 
It was against a city thu s situ ated 
and fortified that Rome engaged 
in 
the third deadly stru ggle with her 
riv al within a hu ndred y ears, gath­ 
ered (148 B. C.) the fu ll strength of 
her military resou rces. 
Prev iou s de­ 
feats had by this time robbed Carth­ 
age of her military offensiv e power, 
cau sed her to su rrender her once in­ 
v incible fleet and improv erished the 
citizens and pu blic treasu ry by enor­ 
mou s indemnities. 
When the power­ 
fu l Roman forces landed at Utica and 
the Carthaginian delegates, instru ct­ 
ed to gain peace at any cost, inqu ir­ 
ed term of the Roman general they 
were told that Carthage mu st first, 
as a preliminary to any discu ssion of 
peace, disarm and su rrender, not only 
the few remaining ships of her nav y , 
bu t all shipbu ilding materials, 
all 
military stores 
and 
all 
weapons, 
whether in pu blic or priv ate hands. 
These 
rigorou s 
conditions 
were 
complied with. 
Three thou sand cat­ 
apu lts, the last fragment of the nav y , 
v ast military store, one-fou rth million 
su its of armor; all were deliv ered to 
the Romans. 
Then, at last, the 
Carthaginians 
learned their fate. 
The Roman sen­ 
ate, the delegates were told, had de­ 
creed that Carthage mu st be razed to 
the grou nd and that its inhabitants 
mu st nev er attempt to 
bu ild a city 
within ten miles of the sea. 
These 
conditions, when made known in the 
city , were natu rally pronou nced in­ 
tolerable. The gates were closed and 
the inhabitants set to work fev erish­ 
ly to replace as well as they 
cou ld 
the war weapons tu rned ov er to the 
enemy . Pu blic bu ildings were destroy ­ 
ed, the stones were carried 
to 
the 
walls, and from the timbers new cata­ 
pu lts were constru cted. 
Statu es and 
hou sehold ornaments wert melted for 
their metal; women sacrificed 
iheir 
hair to make strings for bows. 
When the Romans, after 
a rapid 
amrch, approached to begin the de­ 
stru ction of the defenseless city they 
fou nd its gates closed and armed and 
determined 
soldiers 
thronging 
its 
walls. 
Then began the grim, final battle 
that was to close the history of Car­ 
thage. For two y ears the siege drag­ 
ged on; the Romans 
u nable 
after 
cou ntless attempts to take the pow- 
erfu ly defended city ; the sev en hu n­ 
dred thou sand inhabitants who 
re­ 
mained within its walls still deter­ 
mined, despite disease and the begin­ 
nings of starv ation. 
This was the condition when, in 147 
B. C., Scipio arriv ed to take command 
of 
the 
besieging 
army . 
His first 
work was that of making copmlete 
the hitherto only aprtially effectiv e 
blocaked. 
His closing of tht city ’s 
harbors brou ght abou t the most dra­ 
matic episode of the siege. Working 
with remarkable 
rapidity , 
Scipio's 
army constru cted in a period of thir­ 
ty day s an immense stone jetty from 
the shore to the end of the Carthag­ 
inian breakwaters, 
completely shu t­ 
ting off the harbors from commu ni­ 
cation with the open sea. 
Bu t 
the 
defenders were not idle 
while 
the 
Romans were thu s su rely closing the 
ring of starv ation abou t them. While 
Scipio was bu ilding his jetty the Car­ 
thaginians, working with equ al rap­ 
idity , althou gh hampered by the lack 
of proper tools and materails, 
c in­ 
stru cted a fleet of fifty new war v es­ 
sels, and secretly ex cav ated a canal 
from the harbor to the sea. 
On the day the jetty , by 
which 
Scipio had hoped to 
bottle 
u p the 
shipping of the enemy , was complet­ 
ed, this new fleet issu ed triu mphant- 
ou t on the waters of the gu lf. A nav ­ 
al battle was fou ght, and the Car­ 
thaginians were the v ictors. 
Bu t now the persistent ill lu ck of 
the besieged dealt them a final blow. 
As the v ictoriou s fleet retu rned to­ 


ward the harbor it was fou nd that 
the new channel had been hopelessly 
blocked by swarms of ou tgoing com- 
emrcial craft, intent on ru nning the 
blockade. 
A storm came u p and the 
new war fleet had to 
be 
beached. 
Here the v essels were attacked 
by 
Scipio’s legions and completely 
de­ 
stroy ed. 
The Romans at last were able 
to 
make their blockade complete. From 
that moment the end was 
certain. 
Su ccess for the Roman general re­ 
qu ired bu t one element: 
time. 
He 
had only to wait for the adv ent 
of 
his new ally , 
Famine. 
Throu ghou t 
the winter of 147 and 146 B. C., the 
Romans from their camps kept watch 
ov er the terrible drama being enact­ 
ed within the walls. 
In the spring Scipio made a fu riou s 
assau lt. 
The 
weakened 
defenders 
were forced back and Roman soldiers 
pou red into the city . 
Scipio’s grim, 
6-day progress throu gh the streets 
to the By rsa 
followed. 
Within 
a 
few weeks not a stone of the city re­ 
mained u pright.—K. C. Star.

They told of finding lost tribes in 
the Kalahari Desert—Bushmen whop *» 
languages consist of sounds describ­ 
ed as “clicks”, and shortlegged p rim­ 
itiv es which the ex p lorers believ ed to 
be the swiftest runners in the world. 
The three ex p lorers are Dr. C. E. 
E. Cadle, Grant H. John and 
Paul 
Haefler, all of Denv er. 
They reach­ 
ed New York last night on the steam­ 
ship Majestic, bringing p ictures and 
trop hies for a Denv er museum. 
Gifts of food and trinkets won the 
ex p lorers 
a genuine 
welcome from 
the Bushmen. 
In reaching their ter­ 
ritory , the ex p edition went through 
the Koroo Desert, 
“Although they call it a desert”, 
said Dr. Cadle, ‘‘we went through 60« 
miles of fitte r beds and the flowers 
were all in bloom.

Philadelp hia, Ap rl 26, 1776.—Pres­ 
ident John Hancock sent a p ost rider 
today to Gen. Phillip Schuy ler, com­ 
mander of the Northern Dep artment^ 
informing him that congress is send­ 
ing to Canada» ten battalions of con­ 
tinental troop s, four thousand barrels 
of p ork and ten thousand p airs 
of 
shoes, and instructing General Schuy ­ 
ler to assemble at Albany any other 
sup p lies that may be needed by the 
Canadian forces. 
The same informa­ 
tion is going forward to the Ameri­ 
can commissioners 
to Canada, 
wrho 
are now ap p roaching Montreal. 
Congress has been greatly ditsurb- 
ed of late by rep orts from the Ca­ 
nadian front telling of an increasing­ 
ly unfriendly attitude among the Ca­ 
nadians and 
of dissensions 
within 
the American ranks. 
President H an­ 
cock’s letters 
to General 
Schuy ler 
and the commissioners disclose 
that 
congress is determined to do all 
in 
its p ower to remedy these difficulties. 
The sending of fresh lev ies of troop s, 
he informs the commissinoers, is in 
p ursuance of the most serious atten­ 
tion of congress to the insurrection of 
the inhabitants of Canada and is in­ 
tended to allay the fears and ap p re­ 
hensions of those p eop le. 
“It is indeed to be lamented,”

writes General Schuy ler, “that 
the 
misconduct of our troop s should hav e 
giv en occasion to the Canadians

The most interesting, and perhaps 
the most Important, feature of the 
(election next November will he 
the 
I effect of the vote upon the compos!« 


j tion of the United States Senate. In 
every biennial election one-third of 
the Senators, thirty-two 
are chosen 
by the people. 
This year a rather 
unusual condition is presented in that 
the terms of twenty-five Republicans 
and only seven Democrats 
expire. 
And the seven Democrats 
represent 
states which will certainly elect Dem­ 
ocratic Senators. 
So it follows that 
there is no possibility of the Demo­ 
crats losing any of 
their 
present 
strength in the Senate as a result of 
the coming election. 
The Republicans, on the other hand, 
must elect twenty-five Senators, some 
of them in doubtful states, 
several 
from normally Democratic states, if 
they 
nre 
to 
retain 
their present 
strength. 
In the Senate now there 
are fifty-six Republicans, thirty-nine 
Democrats and one 
Farmer-Labor. 
The Republicans, therefore, have 
a 
nominal majority of seventeen, 
not 
counting Shipstead, the Farmer-La 
bor member. 
The loss of nine Sena­ 
tors out of the 
twenty-five 
would 
give the Democratic party a major­ 
ity of one over the Republicans. But 
even a loss of six by the Republicans 
would so reduce their majority as to 
make control very difficult, because 
of the number of insurgent Republi­ 
cans who hold over or who may 
be 
elected in November. 
The Democratic party, 
therefore, 
has nothing to lose by the 
election 
and a fair prospect of a gain, while 
the Republicans will be extraordinar 
ily fortunate if they hold their own. 
Of the Republican Senators 
whose 
terms expire four are from the states 
of Maryland, Missouri, Kentucky and 
Oklahoma. 
The two latter are nor­ 
mally Democratic states, 
although 
Coolidge carried Kentucky 
in 
1924. 
The two former are always more or 
less doubtful. 
Two other states 
af­ 
fected are 
uncertain, 
Arizona 
and 
Nevada. 
Both went for Coolidge 
in 
1924 and Harding in 1920, hut Ari- 
zone elected a Demcoratic Governor 
in 1924, and a Democratic Senator in 
1922, and Nevada elected a Demo­ 
cratic Governor and .Senator in 1922. 
New York, Indiana, Ohio and Wash­ 
ington all elected Democratic Sena­ 
tors in 1922 and they will have

opportunity to do it again this year. 
The other states in w’hich senatorial 
elections are to

to, may be regarded as safely Repub­ 
lican.

It is hardly probable that the 
Democrats will succeed in obtaining 
a majority of the Senate at the com­ 
ing election, but it will be very dif 
ftcult for the Republican party to re­ 
tain a working control of that body 
Globe-Democrat.

gression, an attem pt was made 
in 
1889 by Governor David R. Francis 
and a few other leaders to obtain for 
St. Louis the Columbian Exposition 
which was to he celebrated in 1892. 
But Chicago was 
chosen 
and 
St. 
Louis received 
another 
disappoint­ 
ment. 
But those leaders were not to be 
dismayed. 
They looked 
into 
the 
future and sow the approaching an- 
niversay of the Purchase of Louisi­ 
ana—the greatest step in the expan­ 
sion and subsequent development of 
the nation—an episode 
that should 
not be allowed to pass without a fit­ 
ting celebration. 
It should be cele­ 
brated, they argued, and celebrated 
Missouri, the center of what was 
Louisiana territory, and in St. Louis, 
its metropolis. 
Their argument was 
accepted, but with little enthusiasm. 
There was skepticism 
and 
doubt 
that St. Louis could do justice to the 
notable event. 
St. Louis was dead, 
said the unbelievers outside as well 
as within the city. 
In 1899 a definite step toward the 
celebration was taken in the effect­ 
ing of the Louisiana Exposition Co., 
of which former 
Governor 
Francis 
was president. 
This organization at 
once began its tremendous task 
of 
building up public enthusiasm 
and 
support, especially among St. Louis 
ans 
and 
Missourians. 
And before 
long St. Loyjus regained its old zeal 
and from it sprang 
the 
desire 
to 
show the world what the city could 
do. 
A fter four years of strenuous 
labor the fair was 
opened to 
the 
world. 
With the opening on 
April 
30, 
people from all parts of the 
globe 
came. 
Some were skeptical as they 
entered the gates and many expect 
ed to see nothing exceptional. Doubt 
was soon changed to wonder and ad­ 
miration for the beauty, splendour 
and magnitude that 
spread 
before 
them. 
That it was beyond all other 
fairs in magnificence was was 
the 
universal opinion. 
Some idea as to 
its 
superiority 
may be obtained from the fact that it 
covered twice the area of the World’s 
Fair at Chicago in 1893. 
It had fifty 
per cent more acreage 
under 
roof, 
and cost twice as much. 
Its inter­ 
national character was attested to by 
the sixty-two foreign nations—a rec­ 
ord number—that participated in its 
activities. 
It pictured, by its exhib­ 
its, buildings and layout, the artistic, 
industrial and intellectual 
develop­ 
ment, not only of St. Louis, Missouri, 
and America, but of each and every 
nation, race and civiliztaion existing. 
It gave a composite picture of the 
wrorld. 
In fact, it was a world uni­ 
versity for 
the 
twenty millions of 
people who passed through its gates 
to recieve its lessons. 
The Exposition greatly benefitted 
St. Louis and Missouri. 
Both had 
been much misunderstood. 
And the 
World’s Fair changed many errone­ 
ous opinions. It acquainted the world 
with St. Louis 
and 
Missouri. 
But 
the great benefit of the Fair was that 
Missouri became acquainted with her­ 
self, and this acquaintance aided in 
developing a state pride that is 
in 
telligent, rational and progressive. 
The benefits that St. Louis receiv 
ed can never be measured, hut they 
were many fold the investment. The 
Fair made optimists of pessimists; it 
aroused the civic pride of St. Louis­ 
ans for their city. 
It stimulated th« 
resourcefulness of the citizens, 
de­ 
veloped 
the 
products 
of its great 
commercial institutions, and opneed 
new avenues of intercourse with the 
outer world. 
St. I^ouis retained that 
pride and 
resourcefulness. 
Among 
many examples of the people’s resur 
gence of spirit and the city’s resusci 
tation of aggressive effort, these are 
outstanding in permanent 
signific 


ance: 
inauguration of the Missouri 
Warrior Barge Line, which promisse 
to eventuate in national development 
of water transportation throughout 
teh valley; the upbuilding of Wash­ 
ington University through endown- 
ments and co-operation into an 
in­ 
stitution of national repute; and the 
voting in 1923 of an $87,000,000 bond 
issue for purely civic 
improvement, 
the largest financial project of 
its 
kind in the history of American cities.

tabUshed. At one time he Joined with 
the famous French pirate, Misson, 
originator of "plracy-wlthout-tears," 
at his Utopian city of Llhertatla, but 
a quarrel betweeu the French and 
English pirates threatened to wreck 
that peaceful republic. 
A duel was arranged between the 
two leaders hut it was averted by 
another pirate leader, an Italian, and 
the trouble was settled by Tew being 
appointed admiral and the diplomatic 
Italian, secretary of state.

broke up aud the French leader and 
Captain 
Tew 
went 
their 
separate 
ways. Tew returned to Rhode Island, 
where he settled down for awhile und 
engaged

honest shipping enter­ 
prises But th* call of the sea and 
tha lure of "going on account“ was 
too much for him to reslat and In a 
short time he consented to take a pi 
rata ship to the Red sea. 
Arriving there. Tew attacked a big 
ship belonging to the Great Mogul and 
In the desperate battle which followed 
he was mortally wounded 
An old 
historian tells with grewsotne detail 
of the wounding of the pirate leader 
sad how, almost disemboweled, he 
kept up the fight as long as he was 
able to stand. Then, when he dropped 
hla men surrendered forthwith. 
Thus did this famous pirate cheat 
the gullows In Execution dock, but 
he left behind him a name for courage 
and u certain degree of decency which 
Is strongly in contrast to the careers 
of so many pirates of his day. To 
him might well have been applied 
Byron's fumous characterization, "He 
was the mildest manner’d man that 
e 'e r scuttled ship or cut a throat."

Several Important changes 
tnust be made In the wiring of the 
receiving set to adapt the circuits 
and power supply to the needs of the 
new tubeg. 
The UX 112 is the big brother of 
the UV 201-A tube. The filament cur­ 
rent consumption of the new tubes la 
half an ampere, only double that of 
the economical UV 201-A. 
To secure 
satisfactory results with the UX 112 
tube, 135 volts of plate potential ure 
required, as compared with 90 volts 
usually used w-lth the UV 201 A. Fur­ 
thermore. unless the 9 volt “C” bat­ 
tery Is used In connection with It, 
the UX 112 Is a heavy user of *‘B’’ 
battery current and distorts consider­ 
ably. 
By the addition of the “C" 
battery, however, a large size "B" 
battery can power this tube for a 
year or more. It Is not necessary to 
use an extra large or heavy duty size 
"B" battery for furnishing the extra 
45 volts required by this tube. 
The method of connecting au extra 
45 volt “B" battery Is as follows: (1)

FLEET PYGMIES 
FOUND IN DESERT 


New York, April 21.—Inscription 
of a primitive negroid pygmies—the 
lowest type of human life—have been 
bnought hack from Africa by 
three 
explorers of the Denver-African Ex­ 
pedition. 
They told of finding lost tribes in 
th«i Kalahari Desert—Bushmen whose 
languages consist of sounds describ­ 
ed as “clicks", and shortlegged prim­ 
itives which the explorers believed to 
be the swiftest runners in the world. 
The three explorers are Dr. C. K. 
E. Cadle, Grant H. John and 
Paul 
Hacfler, all of Denver. 
They reach­ 
ed New York last night on the steam­ 
ship Majestic, bringing pictures and 
trophies for a Denver museum. 
Gifts of food and trinkets won the 
explorers 
a genuine 
welcome from 
the Bushmen. 
In reaching their ter­ 
ritory, the expedition went through 
the Koroo Desert. 
“Although they call it a desert", 
said Dr. Cadle, "we went through 6041 
miles of ficgver beds and the flowers 
were all in bloom. 
“We went to study the Bushmen 
because they are 
a nomadic 
who are rapidly passing 
from 
ex­ 
istence. 
They were the 
primitives 
of South Africa, and they have been 
gradually annihilated by more 
w ar­ 
like people, disease ami 
starvation. 
We found the lost tribes in the Ka­ 
lahari Deser. 
They are the lowest 
anthropological tyi>es in every 
re­ 
spect". 
The pygmies vary from 
four 
to 
four ami a half feet in height. They 
have no houses or huts and often go 
without food, for long intervals. The 
men can outrun gazelles. 
When the Bushman 
reaches 
the 
m arrying age, he picks out his future 
wife and informs her 
father 
that 
she is his choice. 
Etiquette demands 


that the father 'express 
dnuhL.and 
ask for proof of the suitor’s affec­ 
tions. 
Whereupon the Bushman giv­ 
es chase to a gazelle or some other 
fleet-footed beast and, after a Mara­ 
thon of seven or eight miles, tires it 
out, captures it and brings it to the 
woman’s home.

1778.—Pres 
ident John Hancock sent a post rider 
today to Gen. Phillip Schuyler, com­ 
mander of the Northern Department: 
informing him that congress is send­ 
ing to Canada* ten battalions of con­ 
tinental troops, four thousand barrels 
of pork and ten thousand pairs 
of 
shoes, and instructing General Schuy­ 
ler to assemble at Albany any 
other 
supplies that may be needed by the 
Canadian forces. 
The same informa­ 
tion is going forward to the Ameri­ 
can commissioners 
to Canada, 
who 
are now approaching Montreal. 
Congress has been greatly ditsurb- 
ed of late by reports from the Ca­ 
nadian front telling of an increasing­ 
ly unfriendly attitude among the Ca­ 
nadians and 
of dissensions 
w'ithin 
the American ranks. 
President Han­ 
cock’s letters 
to General 
Schuyler 
and the commissioners disclose 
that 
congress is determined to do all 
in 
its power to remedy these difficulties. 
The sending of fresh levies of troops, 
he informs the commissinoers, is in 
pursuance of the most serious atten­ 
tion of congress to the insurrection of 
the inhabitants of Canada and is in­ 
tended to allay the fears and appre­ 
hensions of those people. 
‘It is indeed to be lamented,”

writes General Schuyler, “that 
the 
misconduct of our troops should have 
given occasion to the Canadians 
to 
proceed to such lengths as to

turn appealing to Governor Trumbull 
of Connecticut for preventing the fa 
tal and alarming consequences which 
might result from what the general
